Ecuadoreans Lynch General. 


General Pedro Montero, who a few 
days ago was a popular hero in Guaya­ 
quil, Ecuador, and who at one time wag 
proclaimed president by his troops, 
was shot to death by an angry mob, 
who afterwards 
dragged 
the 
body 
through the stveets, chopped the head 
off and then started a fire, Into which 
they threw the head and trunk. 


General Montero, who refused the 
presidency when 
nominated by the 
troops, turned the leadership of tho 
provincial government over to General 
Flavio Alfaro and took the field at the 
head of one 
body of revolutionary 
croops. 


He was successful for a while and 
was hailed as a great man by tho 
people of Guayaquil. His forces were 
recently defeated by the government 
troops and Montero and several other 
generals were captured. 


They were ordered tried by court- 
martial, and Montero’s case was tho 
first to be called. 
The court-martial 
sentenced him to sixteen years’ im­ 
prisonment. This aroused the greatest 
indignation on the part of the popu« 
lace, who had clamored for a doath 
lentence. They rushed into the court 
room and riddled the general with bul­ 
lets, seized his body and dragged it 
tato the open air. There they hacked 
the head off, got fuel with which they 
started a fir« and cast the hsad and 
trunk into the flames.

A suicide pact in Terre Haute, Ind* 
contrived by the father and by which 
he Intended to wipe out a family con­
